REAL TRIUMPH |

After Months of Enemy's Favorable 
Opportunities, Russians Are 
Intact and Courageous. 


WITHSTAND GREAT PRESSURE 
FROM GERMANS. | 

A correspondent of the a 
Times with the Russian headquarters, 
in a review of the general military 
position, which he considers entirely 
favorable for the Russians, says: 

“The situation in regard to the} 
higher command, probably is . more 
satisfactory than it has been since the 
inception of the war. The opinion of 
virtually the entire Russian army is 
that in General Alexieff we have at 
our head the highest military ability 
that Russia possesses. He is a quiet, 
rather shy man with an enormous 
capacity for work, and-in a crisis 
actually directs personally the most 
important movements. It is stated 
that during the retreat from Vilna, al- 
most every detail was directed by 
him, while there was no doubt that 
he directed personally many details 
of the sweeptg withdrawal from 
Warsaw. 

Unprecedented Pressure. 

“From May till October, the Rus- 
sian army has been subjected to un- 
interrupted blows along a front of 
700 miles. The Austro-Germans have 
applied every possible means, not ex- 
ceptifig such as are forbidden by in- 
ternational treaties, in order to in- 
crease the pressure against us. Masses 
of their troops were flung against this 
front and sent to destruction regard- 
less of losses, Military history does 
not afford another example of such 
pressure. 

During these months of continuous 
and prolonged action the high quali- 
ties ‘and the mettle of our troops un- 
der the difficulties and‘arduous con- 
ditiona of retreat have been demon- 
atrated afresh. Notwithstanding his. 
obstinacy in fighting and his persist- 
ency in carrying out manoeuvres, the 
enemy is still confronted by an army 
which fully retains its strength and 
morale, and its ability not only to of- 
staunch and successful resistance, 
but to assume the offensive and in- 
flict blows, which has been demon- 
strated by the events of recent days.

It appears that many of the works» 
of the old masters are not signed. | 


Experts rarely rely on signatures sione 


jo determining the authenticity of an 
oid work, bet trust rather to fheis_ 
knowledge of the painter's technic, | 
says the Philadelphia Record. 

False signatures can be easily de 
tected. Spirita of wine or turpentine 
will oeually remove a neme of ister | 
date than the painting. In the course 
of time signatures often become very 
difficult to Gnd. Painted originally to | 
a shade slightly lighter than. the 
ground, perhaps, they sink tn, darken, 
and merge inte the ground color or 
they are almost rubbed away by sve. 
cessive cleanings. Recognizable one 
day in a specially favorable light, they 
may not be tisible again for weeks. 

Experts speak of “will-o'-the wisp” 
signatures, and many collectors bave 
encountered accidental strokes and — 
cracks that tantalizingty suggest a sig- | 
nature, though it can never be made | 
definite.

CANCER IN THE-FAMILY. © 
i } 
There te No Proof That the Dreaded | 
Disease le Hereditary. | 
Perhaps nothing causes more need: | 
jess worry than the fact that one or) 
more persons in a given family bave, 
died from cancer. This is commonly 
taken ae a proof that the disease is 
hereditary, This does not at all fol- 
low. There is probably no greater 
chance of toberiting cancer than there 
ts of being killed by lightning or of 
breaking one’s neck falling down- 
stairs. Perhaps there are people who 
worry even about those contingencies, 
but the statisticians have shown that 
euch fatal accidents are extremely 


rare. 

People who are concerned 
their relatives have succumbed to - 
cer fall to consider how widespread 
the disease is. A malady that causes 
one death out of every eight among — 
women and one out of every fourteen 
among men over forty is fairly com- 
mon. On this basis it does not take | 
much arithmetic to figure out bow 
lkely it is that cancer will occur many 
times in some families. 

The eminent statisticlans, King and 
Newsholme, have pointed ont that ay 
does not prove heredity to show that 
in one family five deaths occurred 
from cancer. By the very frequency 


‘lof the disease and the laws of chance 


such cases would be expected even If | 
no one had ever suggested the idea of 
heredity. | 
In some species of animals ft is be- 
Heved a certain susceptibility to tu- 
mors may be tnherited. But 80 far as) 
buman beings are concerned the fore 
most authorities belleve that heredity | 
in cancer may be regarded as a negil- | 
gible factor.—Journal of the American | 
Medical Association. 


The Almanac Church.

CANADA'S LIVE STOCK INDUS- 
TRY. 

In for the markets of 
the world there is no branch of Indus- 
try that exceeds in importance that of 
live stock breeding and raising.‘ Para- 
phrasing the gld Jingo cry, we have 
the land, we“have the will, and we 
have the climate. What is needed is 
the means, and ever more means, and 
simultaneously the ways of market- 
ing. However divergent in views and 
theories people may be, it cannot be 
denied that they are all united in a 
common effort to improve both agri- 
cultural and industrial conditions. In 
helping the one the other is being 
aided. The interests are inextricably 
involved. If either is especially pros- 
perous, both ultimately must be, al- 
though one may feel the benefits of 
extra demand and high prices before 

the other. 

In the past few years especially, a 
deal of scientific effort has been de- 
voted to the cultivation of the land 
and improvement of productions of 
the soil, and sight has not been lost 
of the needs and necessities of that 
other branch of inestimable worth— 
live stock, meaning thereby horses, 
cattle, sheep and swine. In the lat- 
ter direction pure-bved animals have 
recently been placed in various dis- 
tricts where their services were pre- 
viously difficult to obtain, the regis- 
tration of pedigrees has been nation- 
alized, systematized and subsidized, 
grants towards greatly liberalizing 
the premiums at exhilNtions have been 
made, a special branch has been es- 
tablished in connection with the Ex- 
perimental Farm system at Ottawa 
to investigate the cause of disease, to 
give counsel to breeders and to con- 
infectious or con- 
tagious ailments, judges and lecturers 
have been appointed free of cost, cold | 
storage facilities have been arranged 
and refrigerator cars equipped and, 
paid for, grants have been made un- 
der the tremendously beneficial Agri- 
cultural Instruction Act, with its ten 
million dollar attachment, for the en- 
couragement of veterinary education 
and research, and everything possible 
has been done for the development 
and increase of co-operation. 

But one of the greatest lines of 
endeavor has yet to be mentioned, 
namely the improvement of market- | 
ing and transportation facilities. 
Without inquiry and investigation 
nothing can be methodically and sat- 
isfactorily accomplished. With this 
principle in view a marketing commis- 
sion was appointed, the duties of 
which were to ascertain advantageous 
of sale and to effect and 
bring about the most convenient and 
economical arrangements for disposal, 
shipment and carriage to destination. 
It was in following this policy nego- 
tiations were carried on for the pur-| 
chase by the British Government of 
six and a half million pounds of meat 
canned in Canada. 

Owing to high freight rates, distur- 
bances “in shipping and scarcity of 
boats, unwonted difficulties have 
cently been experienced in exporta- 
tion and even in handling across the 
continent.

Reld on to the Good Breeders. 


it is well known that the progeny 
from mature parents are superior to 
those descended from young progeni- 
tors not fully developed. Boars and 
sows, for breeding, should be kept in| 
a good thrifty condition, but not fat, 
writes a well-known breeder of hogs. 

The writer has always been troubled 
to keep his breeding sows from  be- 
coming too fat, and consequently, far- 
rowing a small number of scrawny 
pigs. 

I once took a large sow to fatten 
for one half the pork. I did not know 
she was with pig and fed her all the| 
cornmeal and wheat middlings she | 
would eat. Imagine my astonishment | 
and vexation when she had three lit- | 
tle dwarfed pigs-——not only smaller | 
than pigs usually are when first far- | 
rowed, hut emaciated. 

Sows for breeding should not be al-| 
lowed to run with the fattening hogs | 
fed on corn, but kept in a pasture by | 
themselves and given a plentiful sup- | 
ply of slop, made of equal parts of | 
wheat shorts; cornmeal and wheat 
bran. ‘ { 

Most young sows will breed when} 
three months old, if allowed to run| 
with a boar, but eight or twelve | 
months is as young as it is judictous | 
to breed them. | 

The pigs from  large-bodied, old 
sows will be more in number, and fre- 
quently double the size of pigs from | 
young sows when farrowed—-and this 
with the same feed and care-~-and 
will frequently weigh 50 per cent. 
more at a year old. Not only this, | 
but it stunts or dwarfs the growth 
of such young things permanently, 
and they never attain good size. 

A neighbor of mine last year bought 


'an old sow in the spring for $10. She 


had ten fine pigs in April, which were 
fattened and sold to a butcher in the 
fall of the same year, bringing ‘him, 
$115, and he still has the sow for <a 
breeder. } 
Sows should be kept for a number | 
of years until their places can be fill-| 
ed with younger ones which Have» 
proven to be good breeders. 
Formerly, heavy pork from hogs, 
twelve to 24 montha old (and the fat- 
ter the better) was demanded. Men 
who worked hard in the open air, | 
said there was a wasting quality, 
about pig-pork—that it shrunk in the 
pot “and did not stick to the ribs.”

In a Life of Worldliness 


Present Day. 


“The god of this world hath blind- 


ed their minds.”—I. Corinthians iv. 4. 


By what settled process is the blind- 
ness brought about? First of all, in 
a life of worldliness we lose our faith. 
Our fellowship with the unseen comes 
to an end. We may keep up a sort of 
communion with God, but we have no 
real communion. We may be members 
of Christ's church; but we are not 
vital members of his body. Our names 
may be on the roll of the church, but 


i they are not written in the Book of 


Life. In worldliness we do not “en- 
dure as seeing Him as He is invis- 
ible.’ We walk by sight and not by 
faith. 

A Lees of Moral Refinement. 


And then in the second place: In a 
Kfe of worldliness we lose our faith- 
fainess. No man can lose his rever- 
ahce without impairing his obedience. 
When we become prayerless we al- 
most inevitably ‘become careless. If 
there is spiritual neglect there will 
he aloss of moral refinement. All 
the finest loyalties are dimmed when 
we become disloyal te God. If world- 


“liness kills our faith it will also make 


us unfaithful. 
And then, thirdly: In a life of 
worldliness we lose our sight. We be- 


gin by not wanting to see Cote 
we end by not being able to see 


Our minds are blinded. Day after 
day and week after week we see no- 
thing of Christ; there is no Christ in 
our life, It comes to this, that when 
we have to make our daily choice we 
surrender Christ and we choose the 
world, Judas sold his Lord for thirty 
pieces of silver, His mind was blind.

Seviria continues to be the chief war centre of interest. The invasion of Serbia has been practically com- 
pleted and now Bulgarian and Austro-German forces are concentrating against the French and British troops, 
which hold the line close to the frontier of Greece. While the Entente Allies probably will be outnumbered 
two to one, they may have the advantage in heavy artillery, which is already interfering with the concentra- 
tion of the enemy. co 

The-Serbian army, despite heavy losses, has escaped into Montenegro, 
united also with the Franco-British line. 

The outcome of the battle now impending will have an important bearing 
the Balkans, and possibly may decide the action of Rumania and Greece. 

The British Expeditionary Force, which reached to within a few miles of Bagdad, has been. forced to retire 
to a strong position at Kut-el-Amarah. The British, however, effected the withdrawal successfully and are now 
being— reinforced. : : 

* Russian troops have been unofficially reported in Bulgaria, but the censorship has thrown a veil over 
operations. , 

Greece is procrastinating and, apparently, and the 
forces. 

Conflicting reports also come from Rumania. 

On thé Isonza front Italian artillery has reduced Gorizia.to ruins, but apparently the Italians have not, 
as yet, been able to occupy the city. 

On the Western front there has been renewed activit¥ in some districts, the Germans having undertaken 
local offensive movements, apparently without any great significance. 

Austrian submarines have been active in the Adriatic and have done considerable damage to Italian ship- 
ping. Enemy submarines have also done some effective work in the Mediterranean. 

Apparently important events are impending, probably on.all the battle fronts, 
should bring important news.

ed In Men Is What Counts In 
the Present War. 


The Right Hon. C. F. G, Masterman 
ladvances the following views of the 
| war: 

“First, let it be granted that in 
modern. warfare no objective rarely 
imatters, or really, that there is, 
‘strictly speaking, no 
‘slaughter of the male population of 
ithe nations. Instead of small stand- 
‘ing armies wandering about Europe 
to capture capitals or to be destroyed, 
|we have nations rising up against na- 
tions, intent only on the massacre © 
each other. We have not—yet—to at- 
'tain the Rhine, or capture Frankfurt 
‘or Berlin or occupy Germany. We 
have just to desttoy by killing, maim- 
ing, capturing, or otherwise rendering 
| inefficient, the adult 
| population of Germany. When more 
than a certain percentage of these 
‘have thus been annihilated for mili- 
‘tary purposes the game is over. And 
ithe point at which further resistance 
becomes impossible is dependent upon 
‘the clearness with which the German 
lpeople will face realities, and the 
‘moment when they recognize 
they are faced, not wily with defeat in 
battle, but with the destruction of the 
| race, 

“How far at present has the pro- 
icess gone?” 

“Here we are faced with masses 0 
conjecture and various interpreta- 
tions, often seemingly backed with 
logic, yet often leading to results with 
divergence of millions, We have the 
actual list by name of killed, slightly 
or severely wounded—not sick—-in the 
published German casualty lists, 
which I believe to be accurate, al- 
though, generally dilatory, as a re- 


cord, and although they are now for-/ 


bidden to give the totals of each 
class, I have no private information; 
; but from these and other evidence, 
‘and giving (as is right) the full bene- 
ft of the doubt in any case to Ger- 
many, I believe that I am, if any- 
thing understating losses if I estimate 
as follows: 

| “The total number of German 
| potential combatants between 18 and 
145 at the commencement of the war 
lwas a littl over 134 millions.

The value of the yield per acre of 
bananas in the Ceilba district, Hondu- 
ras, is less than that of wheat, but, 
unlike wheat, the banana cannot be 
stored.

MYSTERY OF HEREDITY. 


Startling New Theory Shows Unex- 
pected Results. 


Scientific studies of heredity 
showing some very interesting and 
unexpected results. We know that 
the typical character of a man under- 
goes variations at different periods 
of a long life, and that the son is 
likely to “take after” his father. But 
ve notice, often with surprise, that 
capacities that were dominant In a 
father, which gave him sometimes 
ffreat reputation, frequently are en- 
tirely lacking in his son, 

Literary distinction, genius in any 
particular direction, which 
guished a certain father. are quite 
frequently absent in the case of his 
son. In wondering at this we fail 
to take note of the period in the 
father’s life when he “made his 
mark.” After patient investigation 
science has come to the conclusion 
that the son inherits from his father 
only the qualities that were dominant 
at the time of his birth. 

These conclusions are set forth in 
the book called “Dynamic Evolution,” 
hy Caspar L. Redfield, recently pub- 
lished. The author writes: 

“As a general proposition the Man 
between 20 and 30 is aggressive, am- 
bitious and conceited. He would rule 
the world with aclub. This - stage
